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BENCH REST 


Shooting Primer 


Should one be inquisitive about the 
sport of Bench Rest Shooting, but 
doesn’t know how to start, he should 
read these instructions: 1. Obtain 
an Official Rule Book from NBRSA 
Headquarters, Mrs. Bernice E. Mc- 
Mullen, 607 West Line St., Minerva, 
Ohio 44657. 2. At the same time, 
send her $8.00 for one year’s mem- 
bership. Anyone will save money by 
doing this, if he attends more than 
three registered matches a year. 
3. From this Rule Book, a shooter 
will be able to choose the class of 
Bench Rest Shooting he prefers. 
4, Pages two, three and eighteen de- 
scribe the rifles and their limitations. 


The act of Bench Rest Shooting 
consists of sitting at a bench with 
a rifle resting on sand bags. The ob- 
ject of this position is to eliminate, 
as much as possible, the errors en- 
countered in the process of holding 
and firing a rifle. Bench Rest Shoot- 
ing is a sport, competitive or indi- 
vidual. The personal satisfaction 
gained in the ability to place one 
bullet on top of another, thus mak- 
ing a one hole group at 100 Yards 
and often at 200 Yards, has capti- 
vated an enthusiastic interest of many 
shooters for this kind of sport. It is 
particularly suited to both men and 
women who are not interested in 
indulging in the more vigorous or 
active sports. Therefore many Bench 
Rest Shooters are of the older set. 


This does not mean, however, that it 
does not present a challenge to the 
younger shooter; it will engage and 
tax his capabilities as well. 


The current popularity of this kind 
of shooting was generated by the 
organization of The National Bench 
Rest Shooters Association in the years 
1949 and 1950. At that time a com- 
petitive program was introduced and 
has since been expanded. 


Once an individual has selected the 
most appealing Bench Rest Class. it is 
very important that he attends some 
of the Matches. Here he will learn 
much by asking questions, observing 
the equipment and methods used for 
loading and shooting. Any Bench 
Rest Shooter is more than anxious to 
help a newcomer. 

The equipment needed to partici- 
pate is available, for the most part, 
from PRECISION SHOOTING adver- 
tisers. It includes rifles, telescopes, 
rests, sand bags, loading tools, bullets, 
cleaning materials, powder, primers, 
etc. 

Lastly, if possible, get the advice 
of a person in the game before mak- 
ing purchases.

If you have shot in very many 
matches you have probably heard a 
shooter come off the bench mutter- 
ing something about a loose scope. 
It may have been you. 

Two items of insurance are avail- 
able against such disaster. An old 
gunsmith once showed me the trick 
of tightening the scope block screws 
reasonably tight, giving them a sharp 
rap with a punch after which they 
may be taken up another fraction of 
a turn. As threads are never a per- 
fect match, this flattens out the high 
spots and increases friction against 
loosening. 

Scope mounts will almost never 
loosen if the blocks are annealed to 
file softness. The added friction of 
the hardened scope screw cone with 
the soft steel is an almost positive 
guarantee against loosening. This 
does have two disadvantages:— the 
scope, once removed, is not likely to 
come back to the same zero. Also, 
unless great care is used in position- 
ing the mount on the block the sharp 
edges of the cone will chew up the 
edges of the block.

In regard to Jim Stekl's letter in the 
April P.S. about reviving 10 shot var- 
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mint matches again as warm ups is a 
good suggestion. Last year we did this 
very thing and had three shooters break 
the old (unrecognized) record. We fired 
10 shots at 200 yards for 13 lbs. to try 
and break the old record of .799. 


I would like to know just why the old 
records are not recognized any more. 
A record is a record. I say the old 
records should be recognized again as 
something to shoot for by the rest. This 
match had great interest here and I 
feel that it could add some spice to the 
matches everywhere. 


It was a warm up match and the con- 
ditions were good. Cliff Erb shot a .686” 
group, Ed Frombach shot a .705" group 
and John Frye a .745"' group—all three 
breaking the record. I had the first 9 in 
.56 and the 10th blew it to .873". I could 
have cried. I’m anxious for another try 
myself. 


We would like to see the old record 
recognized again and we should like to 
point out that our club recognizes .686" 
shot by Cliff Erb as an unofficial “of- 
ficial’’ world’s record that we hold up 
for the rest of the country to challenge. 
Whenever you hold a 5 shot warm up 
match make it a ten shot match and try 
to beat .686" and let us know. If one of 
your shooters beats it you will hold the 
unofficial-“official’’ world's record. Let's 
show some interest in 10 shot varmint 
matches and perhaps it will again be 
recognized. 

As the official birthplace of bench rest 
shooting we would like to hold up our 
banner as an aggressive club such as 
having a 10 shot match last year and I 
should also like to point out that we 


have had Fireball matches for the last 
3 years. Last year Allen Bench walked 
off with the marbles again with a .56 
agg. for 25 shots and should like to an- 
nounce this as another unofficial “of- 
ficial’ world’s record (as far as we are 
concerned) for the rest of the shooters 
to challenge. If you can beat this let 
us know. Perhaps we can make up a 
traveling trophy. We have more fun 
with the Fireballs than we do the rifles.

459. I guess we could set up .377" as 
the tightest group in match competition. 
So these are something for all the shoot- 
ers to shoot for. Let us know how you 
make out.

TOM GUERIN AND DOUG BEEDE 
SCORE 3199’S AT 
WESTERN NATIONALS 


Rounds of applause for the un- 
believably flawless performance of 
Tom Guerin and Doug Beede — ex- 
cluding the 1-point margin of error 
allowed for such conditions — then, 
cheers became muffled, and faded 
away... as taps sounded... and 
the currtain fell on the 13th and final 
WESTERN NATIONALS NRA Regis- 
tered Smallbore Tournament. 


Only four 3199’s have previously 
materialized in the history of the 
Los Angeles Rifle & Revolver Club, 
known as the “1600 Range”. Pacing 
each other deliberately and catiously, 
Guerin and Beede both exceeded the 
3199-261X range record set by Vic 
Auer in the fall of 1966 — and, with- 
out winning a single individual 
match! 

From the moment that we stood at 


attention on May 8rd for the tra- 
ditional flag-raising to the accompa-

niment of the National Anthem, the 
atmosphere was charged. If it were 
to be the last registered Western 
Nationals, it had to be the best. 
When “Commence Firing” sounded 
for the second relay, a contingent of 
“hungry” Masters, who had given 
meticulous attention to detail in 
practice, was ready — for anything 
that came out of the hopper. As presi- 
dent of the host club, Bob Boydston 
“presided” over the first two matches 
and refused to yield the floor to 
Messrs. Guerin, Beede, and Auer, who 
were clamoring to be heard. In the 
Dewar iron, President Boydston held 
them at bay with a 400-37X, a 4X lead 
over Guerin, who was attempting to 
unseat him and who was backed up 
by Beede and Auer with 400-31X’s. 
Mr. President was a bit less decisive 
at 100-yds iron as he continued to 
hold the reins with 400-31X, for 
Beede was beginning to demonstrate 
with a 400-30X, and Auer and Guerin 
also carried signs reading “400-29X”. 
Besides, there was a backdrop of 
changing light conditions and unruly 
winds. To the winds, revolutionaries 
Guerin, Beede and Auer were shout- 
ing commands like “Heel”, in an at- 
tempt to overthrow Boydston. It was 
only the high-pitched whistle of Vic- 
tor Wandmayer, however, which 
subdued the dissension at 50-meters. 
On his first trip to southern Calif. 
from the breezy Bay Area, he showed 
that control of the winds is a uni- 
versal technique and posted the only 
possible — 400-32X. That meter 
course proved to be a bete noire and 
Guerin, Beede, and Cliff Pierson were 
nipped with 399-34X, 32X, and 30X, 
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respectively, but Boydston and Auer 
were bitten badly with 3 down... 
Winds had been treacherous all day 
and points weren’t easy to come by. 
The “range monster” was active and 
not only caught but stomped on one 
shooter — at least that was the sen- 
sation after one 100-yd stage. Even 
at 50-yds there were fewer than a 
‘ dozen 400’s. The top one went to 
; Marine Captain Jim Hill with 33X’s, 
as Beede, Wandmayer, and Auer col- 
lected their share with 32X’s. 
A Tom Guerin held the leash on the 
Metallic Aggregate by a slim 2X lead 
over Doug Beede— 1599-127X to 1599- 
125X. Following were Boydston — 
1597-129X, Auer — 1597-121X, Hill — 
1596-119X, and Bob Adler — 1595- 
107X. ... in the Master Class. Ex- 
pert Robert McClelland, of Woodland 
Hills, Calif., performed admirably 
with 1596-95X. 16-year-old Nelson 
Cullum has definitely achieved his 
breakthrough, with a 1593-110X for 
7th Master. Marine Captain JoAnn 
Chapman put forth her best effort to 
lead the ladies with 1590-89X. 

At 100-yds any sights, Vie Auer 
teamed up with Bob Bjorklund for 
the winning 797-53X score over Bill 
Halstead and Beede who had 796-48X. 

It was a bleak, chilling 45-degrees 
in southern California on May 4th. 
Where was that famed sunshine? 
“1600 King” George Stidworthy de- 
creed that a 400-40X would rule over 
the Dewar Course. Additionally he 
poured in 13 more pinwheels before 
tiring of the monotony. After all, 
why waste valuable Eley attempting 
to break his own record? Again, it 
was Auer, Guerin, and Beede who 
threatened with 38X, 37X, and 36X, 
in that order. Spokesman for the 
Expert Class was Gene Watkins with 
a 400-37X, which shows what he can 
do when he bears down... anda 
400-30X failed to place in the Sharp- 
shooter Class. Perhaps there is a 
need for a revised classification sys- 
tem! 

Rapid switches ... were generally 
translatable ... with patience to wait 
out the worst of the gusts. Young 
Bob Bjorklund (17), of Long Beach, 
Calif., has trained well. A talented 
organist, he is a perfectionist — 
demonstrated by his approach to 
_ wind-doping. Never careless, he 
- leaves nothing to chance. So, in the 
- 100-yd any, he deserved to be at the 
_ yery top with a 400-36X. Defeating 
_ Auer’s 35X, Beede’s 34X, and 33X’s by 
Pierson, Hill, and Stidworthy, helped 
compensate for his disappointment 
_ over losing a point in the 100-yd stage 
» of the Dewar — when he and Boyd- 
» ston consoled each other over 399-

33’s. At 50-meters, Auer’s 400-38X 
was #1 and Bjorklund, still in tune 
with conditions, was runner-up... 
Creedmooring Pierson’s 400-37X.

Winner of this regional wasn’t al- 
lowed a complacent moment... but 
what a wonderful victory it was! 
CLIFF PIERSON has to be an inspi- 
ration to shooters everywhere, re- 
gardless of the type of shooting in 
which they participate, who develop 
visual problems in their “aiming 
eye’. 

(Next page please) 
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One of the most likeable ... and 
reserved ... of the veteran competi- 
tors, Cliff’s accomplishments speak 
for themselves. Under the caption, 
“A lefthander aims with his right 
eye” in October 1968 Random Shots, 
we described in detail Cliff’s method 
of coping with a serious visual prob- 
lem. As his progress has proven to 
be a popular continuing serial, I 
think that we may all share with 
Cliff the satisfaction of this special 
triumph. 

Using an Anschutz rear sight which 
he offset, containing a prism made 
by Floyd Day ... and with a virtual- 
ly untrained shooting eye .. . Cliff 
Pierson won the Dewar iron with 
the only 400 and 29X’s. Second with 
399-20X was 1964 Olympic medalist 
Major Tommy Pool, who has a Marks- 
manship Unit at Ft. Ord. The Fresno 
range was living up to its windy 
reputation and the cold was pene- 
trating on April 12-13. Bill Halsted’s 
398-27X won at 100-yds—a credit- 
able score, followed by Carl Guen- 
ther’s 398-25X. Shooting on the left 
end, over an excavation, doping was 
a paradox. When the flag on the 
pole about midrange flew straight 
toward 3 o’clock and the wind at the 
firing line came in from 5 o’clock 
simultaneously, I fired and they went 
in. There was no time to reason 
why. 

Even the stat office wasn’t pre- 
pared for a Marksman winner of the 
50-meter iron, and Marine Captain 
Jim Hill’s 398-28X had to be changed 
to 1st Service Master when it was dis- 
covered that 18-year-old Gail Man- 
hart of Pacific Palisades, Calif., had 
the winning 398-29X. 

What was surprising was that 
scores were as good as they were, 
considering the feel of the wind. Be- 
fore the first match a kind friend 
said, “Don’t waste your good Eley in 
these conditions. Use some of my 
Mark III.” But, I elected to waste 
the Eley. 

Granted that some rifles require 
more frequent cleaning than others, 
here is some free advice from one 
who learned the hard way. Don’t 
ever shoot on a windy range without 
cleaning your rifle just before each

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match and/or providing complete 
protection against blowing dirt... 
Sighting in at 50-yds, I could hardly 
close the bolt for the grit. Then, it 
simply had to be shot out before the 


rifle would group ... and conditions 
weren’t bad then. Cliff Pierson had 
a similar experience... and hurried 


back to his motel to do some gun- 
smith work. 


Bob Boydston must have cleaned 
his rifle, for he won the 50-yd iron 
with 400-33X. Tommy Pool and Chris 
Bowles had 400-31’s. 


It was rather amazing that two 
people could fire identical Metallic 
Aggregates under those conditions. 
Ye olde Creedmoor System had to 
step in to separate Cliff Pierson and 
Jim Hill, who won the prone silver 
medal in the 1960 Rome Olympics. 
Cliff competed in the 1932 Olympic 
Games in Los Angeles. Tied up with 
exceptional 1591-100X scores, Pier- 
son was declared the winner on the 
basis of the better long-range scores. 
Actually, Cliff “made hay while the 
sun shone” and, in the first two 
matches, used to good advantage the 
time before his unaccustomed eye 
tired. 


“Some of these young junior up- 
starts have no respect at all for their 
elders.” Who made that comment? 
That’s immaterial. What is important 
is that 12-year-old Mary Lou Adler 
put a lot of people to shame. Her 
dad has indoctrinated her well. Four 
Adlers are shooting for the Macca- 
biah Games Team, of which Bob, Sr., 
is Chairman, and which will travel 
to Israel this summer. Mary Lou is 
certainly taking her role seriously. 
Following one stage she had the ali- 
bi to end all alibis—: she got her 
tongue caught in her braces! It was 
apparently quite painful, but she re- 
covered and went on to shoot an out- 
standing 1599. 


George Stidworthy surged ahead of 
Herb Hollister with 1600 #30. George 
makes the following comment: “For 
a long time I have wanted to say 
something to you about reporting 
standings in the 1600 Derby. Herb 
and I are now well ahead of the 22 
that Henry Benson had when he had 
to stop shooting. However, don’t 
ever let any of your readers forget 
when Henry was shooting, NO ONE 
got the lead from him. Like Marci- 
ane he ‘retired’ undefeated, and he 
should always be referred to as the 
king of the 1600 shooters.” And, he 
will be George. Thank you. I do 
believe, however, that Henry would 
be pleased to have the “1600 King” 
tradition continued. By doing so, his 
friends are carrying on where fate 


decreed that the reign of 1600 King 
Henry Benson would become legend. 
Let’s keep it alive! He was first 
crowned in “Random Shots”... and 
here, the King of the 1600. Shooters 
will always be revered in our Hall of 
Fame. 

And so, George, almost reverently, 
I place the 1600 crown on your head. 
Be worthy of it. But, I must warn 
you that Herb is out to regain it. 
And, Henry didn’t have two better 
friends. So, I say, let’s carry on 
where he left off.

The Shootet’s 
Clothing 


I had wanted to write on shooting 
clothing much earlier, but I decided 
it would be best to wait until this 
spring when the ISU Technical Com- 
mittee finalized the new clothing 
rules. In my report on the Olympics 
(PS, January), I related how the ISU 
Congress meeting in Mexico City had 
voted, with the USA votes included, 
for strict new clothing rules that 
would force most of the world’s 
shooters to buy new jackets and 
boots. The recent meeting of the 
ISU Technical and Executive Com- 
mittees have spelled out the details 
of these new regulations which will 
go into effect on 1 January 1970. 


Shooters from all over the world 
had expressed their opposition to the 
clothing proposals before they were 
brought to a vote, but it has not been 
the habit of ISU politics to consider 
the wishes of shooters. Understand- 
ably, it is today’s active shooters and 
not the ISU or its leaders who will 
have to bear the cost of buying new 
equipment and the loss on equipment 
declared illegal. Although this and 
similar decisions including the effort 
to eliminate the smallbore free-rifle 
have illustrated how devoid of ration- 
al leadership philosophy the ISU is, 
the fact of the matter is that with re- 
gard to these new rules, our shooters 
have no choice but to accept them. As 
for potential future rule changes, we 
can only hope and work for changes 
in ISU leadership or leadership atti- 
tudes. 

The jacket is undoubtedly the most 
important item of shooter’s clothing. 
In the history of target shooting, the 
jacket has been subjected to consider- 
able evolution. In the early decades 
of this century, it was litthe more 
than a suit-coat with an extra layer 
of material on the shoulder and el- 
bows. It was this idyllic past to 
which ISU President Dr. Hasler re- 
ferred in the February International 
Shooting Sport when he said, “...a 
pressing item is agreement on shoot- 
ing clothes ... where it is absolutely 
necessary to return to the ‘simple 
way of life’”’ The use of leather 
coats started in Europe and did not 
spread to the USA until the 1950’s. 
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It was not until 1963 that a leather 
shooting jacket was first manu- 
factured in the USA. 

The purpose of the jacket is to in- 
sulate the rifle from heart pulsations 
and muscle tremors and to protect 
the body from painful pressure on 
the elbows or from the sling. It is 
also possible that a jacket can add 
some degree of stiffness to the body. 
In terms of fulfilling these purposes 
the main advantage of leather is its 
durability. Shooting jackets take 
quite a beating in a few seasons of 
shooting. Leather, by itself, offers 
no other special advantage, so per- 
haps someone will soon find an arti- 
ficial material that is as durable as 
leather and costs less. 


The new ISU rules say that the 
jacket may be no thicker than 2% 
mm or 5mm doubled. This means no 
more than one layer of not too thick 
leather and a thin cloth liner which 
cannot be stitched to the jacket ex- 
cept at the edges. Most of our cur- 
rent leather coats are 7-8mm thick 
with their much heavier lining. The 
jacket itself must fit loosely enough 
that it can be buttoned or fastened 
over a tube 5cm in diameter. The 
button or zipper closure can only 
fasten the middle one-third of the 
jacket. The length of the jacket can- 
not extend past the end of the shoot- 
er’s clenched fist. 

Current ISU rules permit the jacket 
to be 10mm thick or 20mm doubled 
in the areas where there is padding. 
This will now be reduced to 6mm 
or 12mm doubled. All thickness 
measurements will be made with a C- 
type gauge with 2 kilograms pressure 
applied to the gauge. Arm padding 
may cover half the circumference of 
the sleeve and must be on the outside 
of the jacket. The material in the 
arm and shoulder pads should not be 
so soft that it compresses to much 
less than the thickness limit. The 
outside of these pads must have a 
non-slip surface. One hook or button 
may be placed on the sling arm to 
keep the sling from slipping down. 
This hook was not formerly neces- 
sary but with the new thinner jack- 
ets, it probably will be. 

There has been a good deal of de- 
bate over the effect of the new lighter 
jackets on scores, Any attempt to 
make a before and after comparison 
would probably be invalid, however, 
since developing stability with a par- 
ticular jacket requires the muscles to 
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be trained to react against the stiff- 
ness or tension of that jacket. The 
switch to a different jacket creates a 
set of conditions which the body’s 
muscular reactions are not trained 
for, so no direct comparison could 
be made. The important thing is for 
us to make the change soon enough to 
permit the several months of muscle 
reaction retraining that will be need- 
ed. My own prediction is that the 
only place where much difference 
will be seen is in the shooters’ 
pocketbooks. 


The need to have insulation pad- 
ding between the rifle and the body 
will be met by wearing heavier cloth- 
ing under the jacket. Mike Tipa of 
the NRA Staff and Chairman of the 
ISU Technical Committee told me

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that the new rules would allow “an 
undershirt, a shirt, and a pullover or 
training jacket.” The 244mm thick- 
ness limit will also be applied to the 
latter garment. It is likely that shoot- 
ers will no longer be satisfied with 
one or two relatively thin sweatshirts 
as they have in the past. 

The 2%mm thickness limit applies 
to the trousers as well. Allowance 
is to be made for padding on the 
knees and seat. 2!4mm is not thick 
enough to permit wearing two pair 
of trousers or sweat pants under the 
shooting trousers. The important 
feature of shooting pants is that they 
be made of a tough non-stretch ma- 
terial. Material that stretches makes 
it difficult to maintain an unvarying 
kneeling position. Padding on the 
trousers has no purpose other than 
to forestall wear and to present a 
non-slip surface for the elbows in 
sitting and kneeling. The large rub- 
ber pads on many of our shooting 
pants are really not necessary and in 
the summer, are very hot. 

It has long been a contention of 
most shooters and coaches that the 


main purpose of the shooter’s boots 
was to support and stiffen the ankle 
joint. This is the reason why ski 
boots became so popular for stand- 
ing. As is the case with many things 
that are popular in shooting, the 
the reason for this popularity was 
largely psychological. If the champi- 
on does it, then everyone else will 
follow suit. Even the stiffest, most 
tightly laced ski boot is not going to 
give the ankle the kind of support it 
needs to improve the standing hold. 
A millimeter of movement in the 
skin, sock or boot at the ankle trans- 
lates into a movement far larger than 
your worst hold movement at the 
point where the rifle is held in stand- 
ing. Ski boots do not help the stand- 
ing hold and are a big disadvantage 
in kneeling because they raise the 
body too much. 

In standing position the muscles 
do not require ankle support, but 
they do react against the soles of the 
shoes. This is why it is important 
that the shoe or boot soles be hard. 
Soft rubber soles make it impossible 
for the muscles in the feet and legs 
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to make a controlled reaction in di- 
recting the hold. Leather or hard 
rubber is the best material for boot 
soles. It is also important that the 
soles be flat and not rounded. ISU 
rules require that the sole be flexible, 
further ruling out ski boots. 

In Mexico City the ISU Congress 
voted for a 15cm (4% inch) boot 
height limit. As the ISU Technical 
Committee has now written this part 
of the rule, the boot height will be 
restricted to “50% of the length plus 
10%.” This works out to about 6 
inches for average men’s shoe sizes. 

Two other items of shooter’s cloth- 
ing need to be mentioned: the glove 
and the cap. To my knowledge there 
are no new rules on gloves, so the 
10mm thickness regulation should 
last at least until the next ISU Con- 
gress. The thick American prone 
gloves, of course, do not meet this 
rule, but they do not offer any ad- 
vantage either. If the glove becomes 
too bulky, then a certain freedom of 
control is lost. The purpose of the 
glove is to prevent hand slippage and 
the cutting effect of the sling. Finger

SAVE THIS PAGE: It is the official program and the only one which will be issued. 
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gloves are necessary for many of the 
hand positions that hold the palm rest 
or rifle in standing. For all other 
purposes a simple mitten will work 
as well and is more comfortable. 

A cap can be useful if it keeps 
bright light from the sky from the 
eyes. The disadvantage of our popu- 
lar baseball type caps is that the stiff 
bill usually manages to hit the rear 
sight somehow. For this reason, hats 
with short soft brims:have become 
popular among many of our shooters. 

The same kind of clothing should 
be worn in practice as will be used 
in competition. Just as the projected 
jacket changes will require the re- 
learning of certain muscle reactions; 
so the changing of an item of cloth- 
ing before a competition would have 
the same effect. 

I would like to add that no changes 
in NRA competition rules for shoot- 
ers’ clothing are planned. This means 
that all clothing now being used in 
the USA will continue to be legal. 
Only those shooters who will be seri- 
ous candidates for future USA Inter- 
national teams will be forced to buy 
new jackets and boots. 


President’s 
Corner 


It looks as though I have “muddied 
the waters” a little bit! My com- 
ments and suggestions in March Pre- 
cision Shooting regarding Restricted 
and Unrestricted Bench Rest classes 
have met with some rather emphatic 
reactions from NBRSA members. 

The subject of sandbags versus 
machine rests should more appropri- 
ately have been brought to the Di- 
rectors for review, if any reviewing 
is necessary. 

I submit the following excerpts 
from various letters recently re- 
ceived: “... the fact sticks out that 
the other classes that are doing well 
have grown out of the Heavys. This 
to me, is what the Association was 
expected to grow into. There is only 
a demand for as many Heavys as 
there are shooters capable of making 
some part of them for testing.” 

“The Regional Directors can come 
up with a workable plan. That is why 
we have directors. They have sever- 
al months to get all the data, facts, 
feelings and ideas before the yearly 
meeting at the National Matches.” 

“T believe the open division should 
remain a division without re- 
strictions (I don’t agree with two 
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classes of rests) as long as they fol- 
low our present rules. I for one, 
would like to see a return to...a 
truly open division the way it was 
originally established.” 

“The aim is the ultimate in accu- 
racy and if it takes mechanical rests 
to accomplish this, I fail to see why 
we should not use such equipment. 
The question is not the rest, I be- 
lieve, but the shooter’s ability to use 
whatever equipment that suits him 
best.” 

As NBRSA President, I recommend 
this subject be dropped from the 
pages of Precision Shooting and let 
the Directors give due consideration 
to any changes needed, if any.

MINUTES 1969 ANNUAL MEETING 


Texas Bench Rest 
Shooters Association 


Members of the Texas Bench Rest 
Shooters Association elected new of- 
ficers and directors, awarded part of 
the state’s 1969 season matches and 
heard an informative talk on gun 
legislation at the group’s annual 
meeting at Grand Prairie, Texas, Jan. 
11th. 

Jim Ridings of Greenville was 
elected president, R. C. Hanson, Mid- 
land, was named vice president, and 
Jim Gilmore, Houston, remains as 
secretary-treasurer. Directors in- 
clude H. B. Reagan, Big Spring; J. L. 
Bonner, Cross Plains; Dr. Joe Rappe- 
port, Longview; Jay Lynn Gore, 
Greenville; and Allen Hall, Grand 
Prairie. 

R. J. Maberry, John Bunch and 
Ridings were named to a committee 
to contact shooting industry repre- 
sentatives to request sponsorship of 
product awards to be presented win- 
ners of championship matches on a 
regional and national level. 


TBRSA members also unanimously 
agreed to make warm-up match 
scores elegible for small group tro- 
phies in the coming season. On a 
motion by Bonner the group official- 
ly adopted the 10 pound weight limit 
for all Texas hunting rifle compe- 
tition. The TBRSA previously ob- 
served all NBRSA rules for the new 
class except for the weight limit, 
which was 9% pounds. 

In other action, the group voted to 
accept former president John Bunch’s 
proposal to donate a permanent tro- 
phy and keeper trophy for the top 
junior shooter in TBRSA heavy var- 
mint competition. 


TBRSA and Gulf Coast Regional 
Championship Matches were award- 
ed. (See match listings on page 3.) 

Following a 6:30 p.m. dinner meet- 
ing the group heard Lafe R. Pfeifer, 
secretary of the 4000 member Texas 
State Rifle Association, speak on 
legislation he said would probably 
be introduced in the Texas legislature 
this year. Pfeifer told TBRSA mem- 
bers and guests that “as many as five 
bills to be introduced in the Texas 
legislature this year may contain 
(firearms) registration measures.” 
He emphasized that sportsmen can 
maintain their shooting hobby, sport 
or business only by staying equally 
informed with proponents of anti- 
gun legislation. 

Secretary Jim Gilmore read minutes 
of the 1968 meeting and reported that 
the TBRSA experienced a “success- 
ful” year financially. He also out- 
lined newspaper and magazine cover- 
age of Gulf Coast and TBRSA activi- 
ties during 1968 and projected plans 
for continued publicity. 

R. C. Hanson of Midland became 
the first recipient of the “TBRSA 
Shooter of the Year” title, based on 
his performance in 1968 Texas and 
Gulf Coast Region Championship 
matches. 

The meeting adjourned at 11 p.m.

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Beginner’s Notes

Assuming that the name of the 
game is competition, and that the real 
fun is in shooting it out with your 
friends under tournament conditions, 
then it must follow that thoughtful 
consideration and good manners by 
and between competitors will con- 
tribute to the fun. Every sport has 
its code of behavior which has 
evolved from constant repitition of 
procedures over a period of many 
years, and the ancient sport of target 
shooting is no exception. Good man- 
ners on the range is traditional, and 
while certain “no nos” are taken for 
granted, I suppose we all become a 
bit careless at times. 

One of the most common in- 
fractions is that of conversation and 
laughter behind the line by competi- 
tors of the off relay while the on 
relay is firing. This verbal interfer- 
ence is no problem to an experienced 
shooter — until he gets in trouble 
with wind, mirage, time running out, 
or whatever; then he seems to hear 
and be diverted by extraneous sounds 
of even minor volume, and it only 
takes one small moment of diverted 
attention to lose a tournament these 
days. I know one top shooter who 
has printed in bold letters at the top 
of his shooting mat the admonition 
“concentrate, stupid!” Good counsel, 
but much easier to follow in a climate 
of relative quiet. 

One of my early lessons pertaining 
to “jawbone mirage” came from ob- 
serving the Fresno Flash, Bob Per-

kins, in action on the range. Be- 
tween relays Perky is a volatile, ver- 
bal, colorful guy with a ready quip 
and a voice of some potential. One 
is apt to think: “Oh brother, what'll 
I do if I’m squadded near that charac- 
ter?” But actually, when the man 
says commence firing, Bob is all 
business and keeps it that way until 
the last slow poke gets up off the 
line. What more can you ask? And 
another thing about Bob: you can 
ask his advice about any shooting 
problem and you’ll get a careful, po- 
lite answer from his vast store of 
facts gained thru his many years of 
smallbore experience — all a good 
part of good range manners. 

While the challenge rule does not 
prohibit a competitor from challeng- 
ing another competitor’s target, I 
have always felt that this is one sure 
way to start a chain reaction of 
bitterness. I am sure others do not 
share this view, and honestly feel 
that they have as much right to chal- 
lenge another target as they do their 
own; so I guess this is one matter 
which will have to be left to each 
shooter to decide for himself. One 
thing is certain however: challenges 
should be made without rancor, and 
the final decision accepted without 
bitterness. The statistical office is 
staffed by people who are perform- 
ing a difficult job without pay and 
they are entitled to the respect of the 
shooters, who after all, could not do 
their thing without a crew to run the 
shoot. 

There are many little things which 
can add to or detract from the enjoy- 
ment of a tournament and while I 
would not attempt to lay down guide- 
lines, the following suggestions are 
offered for what they may be worth: 

1. Position yourself on the line 

and your gear behind the line 
so as not to interfere with other 
_ shooters. 


2. If you finish a stage early, leave 
the line quietly or stay put on 
your mat without creating a di- 
version. 

3. When moving about on the line, 
avoid stepping on the shooting 
mats. 

4. Try to resist crying out in pain 
when you drop a point — if you 
must mutter, do it quietly.

When you have finished a match 
and must clear the point for the 
next relay, do so after firing 
stops, but before you move for- 
ward to retreive your fired tar- 
gets.

6. When you place your mat on 
the line, try to do so without a 
great ker-flop. 


7. Never point a gun down range 
when anyone is forward of the 
line. 

There are of course other points 
of behavior which have not been 
mentioned, so as they occur to you, 
perhaps you will want to add them 
to your own list in order to fully 
document your own shooter’s Golden 
Rule.

For the benefit of any persons 
interested in attending any of the 
matches to be held by the Springfield 
Bench Rest Rifle Club, the range is 
located approximately 24% miles west 
of Billings, Missouri.

ANDERSON 
SHOOTING STICK 


This month, for the first time, we 
carry an advertisement for a new 
item called the “Shooting Stick” — an 
adjustable field rifle rest. We haven’t 
tested it yet and can’t tell you what 
we think, although it does look like 
a whole new approach to the field 
rifle rest. 

What interests us, though, is some- 
thing really unusual in the shooting 
game. The “J. G. Anderson” is actu- 


ally Mrs. Jean G. Anderson. It isn’t 
very often we find a woman running 
a shooting supply business, and we 
thought you might be interested. 
Mrs. Anderson, as Jean Garland, was 
a national junior small-bore champi- 
on in her high school days. (She re- 
spectfully declines to answer in what 
year that was.) She is a graduate of 
the Munhall, Pa., High School, whose 
small-bore rifle teams have been in 
top national standing for many, many 
years. She comes by her skills and 
interest naturally as her father, John 
Garland, has for many years been a 
competition shooter both with rifle 
and pistol and at trap in the Pitts- 
burgh area. 


She tells us that the “Shooting 
Stick” is the product of years of ex- 
periment and redesigning by her hus- 
band and is about the twelfth gener- 
ation along the line. It came into be- 
ing because, as he said, there wasn’t 
anything he could find that covered 
the whole range, low prone to high 
standing, and made it possible for 
him to shoot chucks over the alfalfa. 
The problem was in the design to 
come up with something very light 
yet absolutely stable at sitting 
heights. Mr. Anderson (he majored 
in physics in college) finally hit upon 
a construction which made it possi- 
ble to quickly set up the stick so that 
the weight of the rifle would go 
straight in the ground with the rod 
offset, producing “zero moment of 
inertia”. This feature actually makes 
the “Shooting Stick” more stable as 
greater weight is applied. The An- 
dersons tell us that this stick can sup- 
port the very heaviest scoped rifle. 
Naturally a patent is in the works on 
all this, and we’re curious to hear 
the comments of you shooters who 
want to give it a try for chucks, 
crows, gophers, etc. And in passing, 
you might remember that all shoot- 
ing supply manufacturers are not 
men. At least one is an attractive

NRA Ex-President to City Bar: 
GUN REGISTRATION SEEN AS 
NO CURE FOR CRIME 


NEW YORK, May 6— The people 
should not be misled into believing 
that the rising tide of violent crime 
in the United States can be curbed 
by more restrictive gun laws, the im- 
mediate past president of the Nation- 
al Rifle Association told members of 
the Association of The Bar of The 
City of New York tonight. 

Harold W. Glassen, of Lansing, 
Mich., said “it is a terrible mistake to 
think that crime is gong to be con- 
trolled and reduced by additional gun 
control legislation, for, significently, 
less than 4% of major crime involves 
the use of firearms.” 

Referring to new Federal gun laws 
passed only last year, Glassen called 
for a waiting period, to see if that 
which has passed will accomplish the 
task set for it rather than pressing

arms ownership and use. He indi- 
cated that many who favor outright 
confiscation, or an end to private 
ownership of guns, masquerade as 
reformers who pretend to want to 
tighten up on gun laws to a limited 
extent, while actually attempting to 
lay the groundwork for a _ step-by- 
step progression toward their ulti- 
mate goals. 

He said: 


“The 20 to 40 million hunters and 
sportsmen in the United States and 
the million-plus members of the 
National Rifle Association of America 
in particular are justly apprehensive 
of the aims and goals of the leader- 
ship of those proposing stringent 
anti-gun laws. Bold, bald statements 
by their leaders indicate their be- 
lief that there should be no private 
ownership of firearms and that they 
hope to bring this about through 
legislation. Even more disconcerting 
than their statements is their modus 
operandi, that of proceeding step by 
step. The first recommendations are 
always reasonable and mild, but 
these are immediately followed by 
less reasonable suggestions. There is 
no waiting period to see if that which 
has passed will accomplish the task 
set for it, but immediately further 
and greater restrictions are recom- 
mended. The sportsman’s fear on the 
basis of that which has occurred in 
other countries is patently justified.” 

Glassen reiterated NRA’s oppo- 
sition to proposals that would re- 
quire registration at the Federal level 
of all guns, and the licensing of all 
gun owners, “largely on the grounds 
that it would simply entangle law- 
abiding citizens in a massive system 
of burdensome red tape, extra costs 
and bureaucratic mayhem, without 
getting at the real problem of crimi- 
nal ownership and misuse of fire- 
arms.” He estimated that the cost 
of Federal registration could run as 
high as $5 billion, which is as much 
as is spent each year in the entire 
country for law enforcement at all 
levels of government. 

He called for repeal of the cum- 
bersome ammunition reporting pro- 
visions of the Gun Control Act of 
1968, and reported that more than 40 
bills have been introduced in Con- 
gress this year toward this end. 


And he expressed NRA’s “full sup- 
port” for a bill by Senate Majority 
Leader Mike Mansfield to amend the 
Gun Control Act to provide manda- 
tory penalties for the use of firearms 
in crimes, quoting from President 
Nixon to emphasize his point that 
such a law should restrict the courts’ 
right of discretion in meting out 
sentences for gun misuse. (Mr. Nixon 
said, during the 1968 election cam- 
paign: “It is time that society moved 
at the Federal and State level to deal 
directly with the armed criminal. He 
is a special menace — and special 
deterrents are needed. The gun the 
criminal uses in the commission of 
his crime should become as great a 
threat to him as it is today to his vic- 
tim, Any person convicted of using 
a gun in the commission of a major 
crime should receive a mandatory 
prison sentence. Only in carefully 
delineated and exceptional circum- 
stances should the trial court have 
the discretion to suspend the sen- 
tence.’’) 


POLICY ON 
FIREARMS LEGISLATION 


Congress passed four firearms bills 
in 1968. The stated intent of the 
major bills was to assist the states in 
enforcing their own laws. Regard- 
ing the interstate sale of firearms and 
ammunition, Congress passed a de- 
tailed, comprehensive law incorpo- 
rating all the proposals seriously ad- 
vanced. 

NSSF believes that the states now 
have all of the federal controls neces- 
sary to enforce their own laws. 
NSSF believes that if additional con- 
trols are needed that they should be 
passed at the state level. (Obviously 
Alaska does not need the same laws 
as New Jersey.) 

IF a state decides that it needs fire- 
arms licensing or registration, NSSF 
believes the firearm owner’s identifi- 
cation card (ID) concept is prefer- 
able. NSSF opposes registration at 
local, state or national levels, pri- 
marily because registration where 
tried has proven unenforceable and 
the cost would be exorbitant in re- 
lation to the negligible effect it would 
have in curbing crime and violence. 


Why the National Shooting Sports 
Foundation Drafted a Model 
Firearm Owner's Identification 
Card (ID) Bill 


In 1966, New Jersey was the first 
state to pass a “Firearm Owner’s 
Identification Card (ID) Bill.” Tli- 
nois and Massachusetts now have ID 
laws. The legislatures in at least ten 
states are studying the ID concept. 
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There are good and bad points in 
the New Jersey, Illinois and Massa- 
chusetts ID laws. Nevertheless, these 
states have set a precedent. In the 
future, any attorney general draft- 
ing an ID bill for his state will first 
study what these three states passed. 
The simplest way to draft a bill is to 
lift passages from all three. Without 
help from the shooting fraternity, a 
drafter will lift the bad with the 
good. Once a legislator introduces a 
bill, no matter how poor the draft- 
ing, he will tend to fight for it and it 
is extremely difficult to get changes 
made. 

There is nothing secret about the 
ID concept. In 1968, the Council of 
State Governments circulated nation- 
ally its version of an ID “model” and 
this bill is sadly lacking in basic pro- 
tections for law-abiding gun owners. 
In 1968, the governor and attorney 
general of Massachusetts circulated 
their version at a National Gover- 
nors’ conference. The National As- 
sociation of Attorneys General has a 
subcommittee drafting a model ID 
card bill. 

With all of these “model” bills 
floating around, it was imperative 
that NSSF draft a model with every 
basic protection for sportsmen. NSSF 
used the best features of the laws in 
New Jersey, Illinois and Massachu- 
setts and consulted hundreds of 
sportsmen, dealers, lawmakers and 
enforcement agencies. 

If any of the remaining 47 states 
decide they want or need an ID bill, 
the drafter of such a bill now has 
available to him the NSSF model 
with definitions, language and princi- 
ples which will protect the sports- 
man. 

Above this practical need for an 
NSSF model, if a state feels that it 
must have firearms registration or 
licensing, the ID concept is the best 
approach from the standpoint of 
sportsmen, law enforcement agencies 
and the public. It is highly prefer- 
able to registration.

1000 YD. BENCH TALK 


The idea of 1000 yd. bench shoot- 
ing has tickled my fancy for a couple 
of years; but, as yet have not “gotten- 
to-it”. I did get so far as to purchase 
a 40XB in 30-338. I had a problem 
with the front face of the neck hit- 
ting the face of the chamber plus no- 
where to shoot long range in this 
area; so, I sold the gun and dies. 


Recently, some articles about the 
people in Williamsport has rekindled 
the fire; plus, the fact I am seriously 
thinking of moving up to Doc “Gus” 
country; that is, Maine where there 
are many areas capable of providing 
1000 yds.; plus, I like the looks of 
your new 40XB-BR; plus, I’ve al- 
ready ordered a 40XB-BR 20” and a 
20X Remington scope. The rifle is 
6mm. The 6mm is to be used for 
chucking and 100 - 200 yard bench 
shoots. 

Now as for a 1000 yard smoke 
pole my preference is the 30-338 be- 
cause of the excellent 190 grain Horn- 
ady Match. Should the 7mm mag. 
be given consideration for 1000 yd. 
shooting? The bullet has a better 
sectional density than .30 cal. but 
only hunting types are available. 
Perhaps I’ve answered my own ques- 
tion. 


Do you have an opinion about the 
Edwards recoil reducer or any other 
recoil reducing device? If favorable, 
does Remington install any such de- 
vice? I’m on the aged side to take 


the pounding of a 30-338. The hours 
at the range to get the beast to per- 
form is going to rattle the bones in 
this ole bag. 


I have two Balvar 24 scopes, one 
mounted on a 40XB - .22-250, the 
other mounted on a 40XB - .30-06. I’ve 
noted the 40XB-BR has the blocks on 
the receiver only not allowing for 
the mounting of a Balvar 24. I am 
aware that a barrel mounted scope 
has its disadvantages, and that re- 
ceiver mounts will sell Remington 
20X scopes; but, when the mirage is 
running heavy it’s nice to have a giz- 
mo to reduce the magnification. So, 
can or will the 40XB-BR be furnished 
with a third block so that I can 
mount my nice Balvar 24?

All my experience with recoil re- 
ducing devices is that they tend to 
ruin the accuracy. Remington does 
not install these devices on their 
rifles. I would suggest the use of a 
chicken pad and a sissy bag. 

The 1000-yard rifle should be made 
quite heavy with 1-3/8” barrel and 
sleeved action since there is no re- 
striction on weight. With the ad- 
dition of a recoil pad (chicken pad) 
and the use of a sand bag (sissy bag) 
between the shoulder and the butt, 
recoil effect is minimum. 

The M/40XB Bench Rest does have 
a place for mounting a block on the 
barrel. However, as stated in my 
letter from Remington, this model is 
not available in a .30-338. —M.H.W. 


MORE ON 
UNRESTRICTED CLASS 

After reading the last two issues 
of P.S., I no longer can refrain from 
relating to you the reason I chose to 
take the route of the Unrestricted 
rifle, when all others were wide 
open to me. 

I had a better opportunity than

able to build a rifle of my choice for 
my personal use of competition. 


Being new at bench shooting, I fol- 
lowed the advice of Ed and tried to 
learn what it was all about with a 
Heavy Varmint gun. I found this 
very hard to digest; the gun although 
very accurate, required the human 
element of control to determine its 
accuracy shot per shot to the great- 
est extent. 

You old shooters, who know from 
experience the whats and where-fors 
of the game, are able to dope out a 
rifle and make it work. But what of 
the average Joe, me? My desire to 
win was just as strong as yours, and 
here I was, starting from scratch, 
with many things crossing my mind, 
trying to figure out why I did not 
have good groups. This was a rough 
row to hoe because, as is the nature 
of bench shooting, your first en- 
counter is with the best. 


After you recover from the sound 
thrashing you just received at the 
hands of these people, you seem to 
have two obvious choices. Perhaps, 
quit because it is too rough, or find 
another way. 

Sitting at the bench even after a 
good match, I often wondered, “How 
much was I actually furthering the 
game with a 13% Ib. rifle?” My 
answer, as you probably know, was 
very obvious as I came to do battle 
with a 75 lb. iron monster —a cre- 
ation of much thought and a hell of 
a lot of work. I admired the heavy 
gun from the first day I saw one. I 
felt they were a step forward, a 
functionally designed piece of equip- 
ment, and with the 10 shot group, 
the odds looked fantastic. 

After shooting Ed’s heavy gun at 
Johnstown, I knew this was what I 
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hundreds of other shooters as I 
worked with two helluva good people 
—John Dewey and Ed Shilen. As 
part of my training with Ed, I was 
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wanted, here I could get some ques- 
tions answered. I knew that to build 
the ideal gun, I had to reduce as 
many variables as possible... I now 


vas shooting a gun that would al- 
most shoot itself; all I had to do was 
think for it. I now had a gun that I 
could test bullets with, check loads 
and really study the effects of con- 
ditions. 

At once I knew what this gun 
would do and also that all the mis- 
takes were clearly mine. It would 
actually tell me what I was doing 
wrong. I really believe that I learned 
to shoot with the unrestricted gun. 

I had often marveled at work of 
Irv Potter, Cline Deere and Ferris 
Pindell. The machines these people 
had perfected were works of art, and 
they could sit down at a bench and 
prove it or tell you the reason why. 

Let’s face it, if you really want to 
experiment, it’s the only road open. 
I sincerely believe that the unrestrict- 
ed gun has a place in the bench game, 
because it is the only class where 
one can come up with an idea, no 
matter how wild, and prove it out. 
Don’t make the mistake of killing off 
your research people. I have talked 
to a lot of young people at shoots 
and the problem seems to be that no 
one wants to make the unrestricted 
gun because of the time and effort 
involved, machine wise. 

At this time, I would make oniy 
two suggestions to you people and 
they are, restrict the weight of the 
unrestricted gun, for I truly believe 
hard feelings or monstrous machines 
will begin to appear, then open up 
your N.B.R.S.A. rule book and turn 
to page two. Read the first sentence 
marked 1, and then tell how you can 
deny the right of the unrestricted 
gun,

308 LOADS & BEDDING 

I wish to thank you for your sug- 
gestion re my Douglas barrelled Mau- 
ser. I did not have any 168 gr Sier- 
ras on hand but I had a few 168 gr 
Hornady hollow point boat tail bul- 
lets which I had loaded up some time 
ago with 37 grains of 3031 powder so 
I tried a group of five shots at 200 
yards using iron sights and the re- 
sults were quite good as there was a 
very strong fish tail wind from about 
11 o’clock at approx. 15 mph. I am 
quite sure that the group would have 
been even smaller if it had been 
calm; find group enclosed. I also 
fired a six shot group the other eve- 


ning with 46 gr or H380 and 150 gr 
flat base and nylon tip bullets. This 
made a 3” group with about a 10 
mile cross wind, no sight changes, 
for group only, so the trouble is not 
in the rifle; it’s our very poor 1965 
7.62 Nato ammo, 

One more question I would like to 
ask you. In your article, “Bedding a 
Rifle’ in Precision Shooting some 
time ago, I think you mentioned that 
the sides of the recoil lug should be 
clear of the wood. Suppose that the 
sides of the recoil lug were tight 
against the wood on both sides; 
wouldn’t that tend to keep the action 
from shifting sideways? IT’m refer- 
ring mostly to the Mauser action, or 
is there another reason for keeping 
the sides clear?

On your bedding question — if the 
sides and front of the recoil shoulder 
are bedded tightly, the extra friction 
involved between the recoil shoulder 
and the stock causes vertical string- 
ing on the target. The receiver flexes 
on each shot enough to get us in 
trouble if the bed is too tight any 
place. —M.H.W.
